The Little Fellows Fought Like Demons and There Was 
No Perceptible Advantage in the Early Rounds. 


In one of the fastest and most vicious ring battles 
ever seen in that city Batuing Nelson defeated Young 
Corbett in the tenth round at San Francisco, Cal, on 
Nov. 29. Young Corbett was practically knocked out 
when his seconds threw up the sponge. 

They fought like madmen from the crash of the 
gong, with honors even till the seventh round, when 
Corbett staggered to his cerner, He endeavored to 
gain a lead in the next, but was beaten fearfully by the 
terrific smashes of bis foe. In the next round he grew 
weaker, and his game efforts to stand off his rival were 
fruitless 

In the tenth round Nelson rained blows mercilessly 
on his helpless rival, while the crowd, in disgust, yelled 
‘Sponge! Sponge! Throw up the sponge.” 

Curbett’s seconds did not respond to the outcry until 
he was bent over and sinking to the floor from the 
savage smashes of his cool adversary 

The crowd-that witnessed the fight was one of the 
most cos:nopolitan ever assembled at a ringside, a not- 
able teature being the presence of a large number of 
women, for whom places had been reserved close to 
the ropes. The crowd behind them forced them to 
take their hats off, and they attracted as much atten 
tion as did the fighters. 

Corbett was first to enter the ring, closely followed by 
Nelson. They took seats in opposite corners while 
their seconds adjusted the gloves. Corbett was assisted 
by Harry Tutbill, bis manager, Frank McDonald. Billy 





Otts, Benny Carson and Tim McGrath. Nelson was 
seconded by Ted Murphy, Frank Rafael. Dan Danziger 
and Jack Keily. 

With the men tn the ring the odds on Corbett receded 
from 2tolto10to7. A number of sporting celebrities 
were introduced from the ring. Among them were 
Buzayl the Algerian wrestler, and Barney Oldfield 
the champion automobilist. Billy Roche the referee, 
appeared in a Tuxedo suit. 

The fight was a turious one from the start. It was 
evident that Corbett was after a knockoutin the open- 
ing round, Several times he tried bis utmost to cross 
his right to the jaw, but fortunately Nelson succeeded 
in getting out of danger by a narrow margin. Nelson 
showed his aggressive qualities in the second round 
when he forced Corbett to the ropes. Towards the end 
of the round Corbett evened up matters by sending his 
left to his opponent’s eyes, almost putting the Dane’s 
optics out of business, 

Nelson showed his first weakness in the third round 
when Corbett caught him with aterrific wallop on the 
jaw that sent him to his knee. He fought back sav- 
agely and scored first blood by landing a stiff right on 
Corbett’s nose. It was a terrific fight in which both 
fighters got home effective blows. 

Corbett be ame more cautious as the fight continued. 
In thefourth round he backed away repeatedly and only 
came back with a vicious swing when he saw an open- 
ing.

When Jim Jeffries announced, after his fight with 
Jack Munroe, that he had actually lost money, even 
though he had taken down the big end of the purse, 
the sporting public received his statement with in- 
credulity, and #0 a tew facts and figures will be inter- 
esting. The receipts at the Jeffries-Munroe bout were 

21,000. Of this sum Jeffries received about $4,500. 
Generally speaking, the modern fighter makes his 
money on the stage, the ring being used only for ad- 
vertising purposes, 

To-day, both managers and fighters agree that the 
money a championship prize fighter makes in the ring 
is a mere tagatelle to what he makes in the show 
ness afterward. 

A popular prize fighter, like a popular ward politician 
must spend money. Sharkey’s industry and thrift 
have earned him a comfortable bank account and a 
profitable saloon business on the East Side of New 
York City. 

There is a good deal of misapprehension in the public 
mind as to the enormous sums of money prize fighters 
are supposed to earn with their fists, 
fighters themselves, from John 
L,, Sullivan in his prime to the 
present day of Jeffries, have 
done all they could to encourage 
the idea of opulency. Corbett, 
more than any other fighter, Is 
responsible for this; and so far 
#8 a money-making prize fighter 
is concerned he has a right to 
be. The man who was once bis 
manager says that Corbett made 
and spent more money in the 
year following his fight with 
Sullivan than Sullivan made in 
bis entire career as a fighter. 
Corbett # the profligate of the 
prize ring. 

Sullivan lost the championship 
pefore the days of prize fights 
for big money. His spectacular 
buttles with Charley Mitchell in 
this country and abroad brought 
him nothing but advertising and 
a good time. They were, how- 
ever. of immense assistance to 
him asa pioneer of the pugilist 
in theatricals. But the pugilists 
did not command the stage sala- 
ries then they do now. Sullivan 
thought he was in clover when 
he received $500 a week for 
twenty-five weeks. 

Only a few years later Corbett 
got $1,000 a week for forty weeks. 
Even to-lay he can command 
$750 aweek. For a fighter who 
has been beaten so often he 1s 
still the vogue, so far as fisticuffs 
on the stage are concerned. 
Fitzsimmons ranks next to him. Jeffries, powerful 
and popular as he is in the ring, is not a success on the 
stage. He lacks the pleasing personality that is es- 
sential to success, Corbett possesses it to an unusual 
degree for a man in the prize fighting business. In “A 
Man From the West” Jeffries did fairly well in some of 
the smaller towns. But in cities where he was expected 
to do a big business he played to unprofitable houses, 

Still, if Sullivan bad saved even half the money he 
made in the show business, or even in the saloon busi- 
ness, he would be a comparatively rich man to-day. 
His saloon in Boston was profitable until he became 
his own best customer at the Men of the prize 
ring in a position to know say that Sullivan made about 
$250,000, and not a dollar more, in his public career. He 
is popularly supposed to have made at least four times 
thatsum. Corbett has earned at least $750,000, and has 
spent nearly every dollar of it. His friends thought 
his bankruptcy proceedings, a little while ago, were ill 
advised, but he

Fitzsimmons has cleared about $350,000 and is re- 
ported to have saved at least one-third of it. While he 
does not drink freely, Fitz is not as economical a liver 
as many persons suppose him to be.

Big fight promoters in various parts of the 
country are lying awake nights trying to concoct a 
scheme whereby they can discover an eligible opponent 
for Jeffries. In looking over the meagre supply of 
heavyweights there is no big man who has the right to 
meet Jeffries, outside of Johnson. There are a few 
who could be matched against the boilermaker, but 
they would not attract a corporal’s cuard on their own 
reputation against Jeffries. The latter isin a peculiar 
position. He isa pugilist who wants to fight but can- 
not secure a logical opponent to meet him, Such a 
declaration from a heavyweight champion a few years 
ago was unheard of. Any big man at the top of his 
class who even agreed to fight once a year or twice in 
| three years would be hailed asa freak. When Corbett 
was champion he first defended his title when he 
fought Charlie Mitchell in 1894, two years after he won 
his laurels fram John L. Sullivan.. And he did not 
battle ngain for the POLICE GAZETTE belt until he met 








Bob Fitzsimmons at Carson City, Nev., in 1897, or three 
years later. Jeffries is anxious to put on the gloves, 
but there are no opponents worthy of his steel for him 
to conquer. A few days agoa report came from San 
Francisco that Jeftries had decided to overlook his preju- 
dice to meeting negroes and would take on Jack John- 
s0n of San Francisco some time next spring. It ap- 
pears that this announcement was premature. Now 
Jeffries in an interview denies that he has any such in- 
tention. He adds that he means to keep his resolution 
not to fight black men and that no persuasion in the 
world will force him to lift the ban he has placed on 
the men of color. Rather than swap punches with a 
negro Jefiries says he will go without an engagement 
and retire from the ring. 

Even should Jeffries retire, who is there to succeed 
him as champion? In reality there is no man outside 
of Bob Fitzsimmons who could be mentioned in the 
same breath with Jeffries asa fighter. Fitz is rapidly 
reaching the notch when he will be too old to fight and 
cope successfully with even some of the third rate 
heavyweights now in the field. Jim Corbett, a clever 
man and all that, is out of it. John Wille of Chicago, 
who gave Jack O’Brien such a beating recently, is 
a good man, but too light. He only weighs 170 pounds 
in trim. Jack Root, a fair man, is another likely 
heavyweight. But his essay with Ryan has “‘queered”’ 
him. Like Wille, he is not heavy enough. Tom 
Sharkey, Joe Choynski and Peter Maher are not to be 
considered, for it is admitted that they have seen their 
best days. Taking all these facts into consideration, 
who is there to wear Jefiries's crown should the Los 
Angeles pugilist keep his word and step down and out?

Jt was not 
until the introduction of the present motor bicycles for 
pacemaking that he became famous. He weighed 


barely 100 pounds and proved a speed marvel. Few | 


who saw him in his hundreds of races behind the big 
motors will ever forget the spectacle of the little fellow 
with his front wheel tacked barely three inches bebind 
the rod of his pacing machine, It was no uncommon 
thing to see him swing outside of his pace at the end of 
a fifteen or twenty mile race and beat it to the finish. 
For several years he was invincible at distances from 
ten to thirty miles, and at one time held nearly all 
records at these and intermediate distances, 

Two years ago,in Berlin, Michael had a terrible fall 
from his wheel in a race and it was feared that his skull 
was fractured and that he would die. He submitted to 
an operation ina Paris hospital for the removal of a 
clot of blood that had formed at the base of the brain. 
He recovered, but to this was attributed a slight loss of 
memory. After a time Michael was able to ride as well 
as ever, and his recent showing was such that he was 
selected as the most formidable opponent to match 
against Bobby Wualthour in the international middle- 
distance championship race at Madison Square Garden 
last Saturday night. 

Michael died on board the French line steamer La 
Savoie, on bis way to this country. The news will be 
received with sorrow among bicycle enthusiasts the 
world over. 


It is too bad that the authorities of Greater 
New York cannot take the same reasonable view of 
the rights of citizens in relation to boxing that they 
do when they concern bicycle racing, football and other 
strenuous pastimes.

It embraces so many subjects and consti- 
tutes such a general range of restriction upon the 
actions of individuals that I am convinced the full 
effect of it could not have been brought to your knowl- 
edge at the time you passed it. It is therefore un- 
necessary.”’ 

The resolution was passed by a strict Tammany vote 
at the meeting of the Board and was designed to kill 
the now pending six day bicycle race in Madison Square 
Garden.

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CYCLE GRIND 
NOT INJURIOUS 


Not as Wearing as Circuit Riding 
Say Champions. 


The eflorts of the Greater New York Board of Alder- 
men to prohibit the six days bicycle contest at Madison 
Square Garden, which is one of the chief features of 
the indoor sporting season, has created considerable 
discussion as to whether or not such races are injurious 
to the competitors and are brutal exhibitions. Among 
the bicycle riders, racing men and trainers the idea is 
laughed at as ridiculous. It ws well known to them 
that the stories that appear annually in sensational 
papers about the sufferings of the men, about their 
being “doped” and becoming crazy are gross exagger- 
ations or untruths, but which have been unchecked 
because they are supposed to help draw the crowd. 

Last year, for instance, when someone was playfully 
ringing a handbell, Bennie Munroe snatched it from 
him and rode about the track ringing it. It was pure 
fun, a piece of skylarking that showed the good spirits 
of the rider, but a yellow daily came out with pictures 
and a flaring announcement that Munroe had gone 
crazy and rode about the track ringing a bell, imagin- 
ing himself a locomotive. This wastypical of the way 
incidents, wholly bumorous, and stories told in jest 
were published as horrors of dementia. The “doping” 
of the men amounts to nothing. When they are tired 
they are given sips of a mild stimulant that is sold over 
soda water counters in drug stores all over the city. 
On the last day some of the riders are buoyed up for 
the final sprint by strychnia tablets. The strychnia is 
administered in tonic doses, such as are often prescribed 
by physicians in cases of debility and anemia. 

The hardest work is done on the last day, and the 
most gruelling part of the whole contest is the ride of 
the last mile. Forthe rest of the week the men have 
simply to keep up with the string. Under the condi- 
tions that have been evolved it is now next to im- 
possible for anyone to gain a lap, and the men realize 
it, so that the game resolves itself into one of not losing 
a lap and waiting for the final sprint. 

Instead of being injurious to the participants the six- 
day race is looked on by racing men and trainers asa 
great developer of men. The superiority of American 
cycle racers over those of other countries has been 
demonstrated repeatedly, and the reason of it is gener- 
ally considered to be the strenuous training done by the 
Americans, The six-day race is the biggest bit of train- 
ing, and it has turned out world’s champions. It is 
strenuous, but that itis not harmful is evidenced by 
the fact that the winners of it and other riders in it 
have become champion sprinters and long-distance 
riders and been better for years after. 

It is this race that has given America its galaxy of 
champion cyclists. This year Walthour, the winner of 
last year’s race. won the world’s middle distance cham- 
pionship in England, while Lawson, another rider in 
the race, won the sprinting championship. Major 
Taylor, the late Harry Elkes, Floyd McFeariand, E, F, 
Root, the late Archie McEachern and Jed Newkirk, 
were made by the six-day race, and a score of others 
might be named who put in a hard campaign every 
summer and ride in the long grind every winter. Root 
says & man is not as much used up at the end of the 
six~iay race as he is after a busy week of riding in 
sbort races on the circuit. Men who have ridden in 
six-day races for several years are now better riders 
than ever. 

John West, the veteran trainer, who has handled 
sprinters in summer and a team of men in every six- 
day race for years, said : 

“Under the present arrangement of each man riding 
only twelve hours a day, it is notin the least harmful 
to the men in condition. They get all the sleep and 
nourishment necessary, and it is harder on the trainers 
than onthem. The riders actually get fat during each 
six-day race.” 

Eddie Bald, the former champion sprinter, while 
watching the last six-<jay race was asked what he 
thought of itasastrainonthe men. He replied: 

“Why. bless your heart, this is not hard; it’s easy. 
Tf I was broke and needed the money I would think it 
a good proposition to ride in such a race for $20 for the 
week.”’
